THE SPANISH SITUATION 
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MADRID, Friday, April 9—Junc- 
tion of two wings of the Spanish 
People’s Army—one operating in 
Cordoba province and the other in 
Badajoz province—today put both 
Seville and Cordoba, the two main 
rebel bases, within the field of 
operations of the mighty Govern- 
ment drive in the South. 

The front lines of the reinforced 
People’s Army, now stretching into 
three provinces over a distance of 
more than 150 miles, are within 60 
miles of Seville. Outposts in the 
Villaharta province are within ten 
miles of Cordoba. 

The rebel army of 10,000 Italian 
and German troops 
early today in wild retreat through 
the Chimorra mountains. 

Army headquarters described it 
as the “greatest rout of the foreign 
invaders since the battle of Guad- 
alajara.” Dispatches gave details 
of the capture of Villaharta, dom- 
inating rail and highway com- 
munications of Cordoba . 
and of the swift advance of the 
Loyalists along the main road to

“The American Liberty League, 
Hearst, duPont and Co. are using 
every effort to intimidate Congress 
and compel it to reject Roosevelt's 
plan to liberalize the Supreme 
Court. To counteract this reac- 
tionary influence, it is necessary 
that every progressive force in the 
nation be motivated in support of 
the president’s program. 

“While it is true that a tem- 
porarily liberalized Supreme Court 
will by no means suffice to prevent 
future reactionary decisions by nine, 
or fifteen, ‘old men’ this move is 
at least a beginning. We must do 
much more.

chants of death. Any book that con- 
tributes to our knowledge of how 
these gentlemen go about their 
sinister work is so much to the 


It is therefore especially appro- 
priate that at this time of the year, 
which marks the twentieth anniver- 
sary of America’s entry inte the 
war to end war, Mr. Noel-Baker 
should publish the first volume of 
his monumental two-volume work, 
“The Private Manufacture of 
Armaments” (Oxford: $3.75.) This 
book is crammed with enough fac- 
tual material, signed and dated, to 
condemn the armament manufac- 
turers in any civilized court. With- 
out ever giving us anythfing more 
than the facts, without editorializing 
and without indulging in polemics, 
Mr. Noel-Baker calmly lays fact 
after fact on the table, until we cry: 
guilty! these men stand convicted 
of mass murder and should be put 
where they can do no more harm! 

Mr. Noel-Baker has, of course, got 
a great deal of his information from 
hearings of the Nye Commission in 
the United States and the Minutes 
of the Royal Commission on the 
Private Manufacture of and Trading 
in Arms in England. But he has 
also secured further information 
from additior.al sources. Altogether 
his books—the second volume will 


be in a few months—are 
likely to be the definitive work on 
the subject of the armaments 
racket. 

AND WHAT A RACKET it is. 
For these manufacturers of death 
and merchants in slaughter do not 
only manufacture armaments. They 
manufacture wars to use these 
armaments. And they not only 
manufacture wars, but rumors of 
wars as well, bribing government 
officials, and officers of the navy 
and military, scuttling peace con- 
ferences ang disarmament confer-

treaties, and altogether acting as a 
secret government that in turn 
manipulates governments supposedly 
elected by the people. 

“Ever since the League of Nations 
came to life in 1920,” writes Mr. 
Noel-Baker, “private arms firms 
have been employing again the 
methods which they adopted in the 
year before 1914. They have been 
soliciting orders; bribing Ministers 
and ; selling arms in what- 
ever market they could find; playing 
Governments off against each other; 
subsidizing armament propaganda; 
purchasing and otherwise influ- 
encing the Press; creating scares 
and panics that keep the peoples 
in a state of constant anxiety and 
alarm. : 

“We have seen them scoffing at 
the League of Nations; joyfully 
proclaiming that Disarmament is 
dead; supplying arms for the con- 
duct of Covenant-breaking wars; 
spreading the doctrine that great 
wars must follow small ones, that 
‘Pacts’ are only ‘scraps of paper,’ 
that safety lies in National Arma- 
ments alone. We know that their 
financial and industrial power 
creates a constant pressure for the 
increase of national armaments, 
however little political reason for 
such increase there may be. We 
know that, once the process of 
armament expansion is begun, it 
gathers increasing momentum as 
the volume of vested interests is in- 
creased. The chance of fortunes on 
the Stock brings in other 
‘influential men’ to increase the 
pressure. More and more, “Pros- 
perity’ is founded on increased 
preparations for the destruction of 
human happiness and wealth.” 

On the basis of the overwhelming 
evidence which Mr. Noel-Baker 
presents, no one can question his 
contention that the private manu- 
facture of Armaments should be 
brought to an end without further 
delay. Whether we should fare any 
better with the mazstufacture of 
armaments under the control of 
capitalist government is another 
question, and one that is open to 
plenty other doubts. But that is a 
question that does not fall within 
the province of the present book.
